REPORT OF BOARD OF WATER: COMMIS- 
SIONERS. 


The chief item of interest relating to the Water works 
this year is the continued increase of service connections. 
At the close of the year 1905 there were 119 such connec- 
tions. The number is now 154. Of these two, viz the 
Hillsboro Mills and the Town of Milford, may be called 
extraordinary customers, and seven are watering trougns 
of the Town of Wilton. The Water works thus maintain 
their position in the favor of the people. 

Mr. Charles E. Weeks resigned April 1, 1906 on account 
of moving from town and Mr. George G. Tolford was ap- 
pointed temporary Commissioner by the remaining 
members of the Board. 

A change of Rule 23 of the Rates and Regulations was 
made in December 1905 and published in the Wilten 
Journal. Publication in the Town Report for 1905 was 
overlooked so that it is published here tor the sake of 
a permanent record. 


To the People of Wilton:— 


The Commissioners of the Wilton water works have 
decided that the operation of rule 23 of the Rules and 
Regulations of the water works is unnecessarily burden- 
some on those consumers who use metered water. In 
accordance with the power contained in the Rules and 
Regulations they hereby cancel rule 23 and _ substitute 
therefor the following: 

Rule 23. If a consumer shall desire to use a meter the 
water commissioners will furnish and set a meter and keep 
it in repair all at his expense. Water used through a 
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meter will be charged for at meter rates but the minimum 
annual charge shall be $15.00 payable in two semi-annual 
installments of $7.50 each in advance on January Ist and 
July 1st or in a proportional part thereof in the case of 
a consumer beginning to take metered water at other dates 
than those named. Definitive settlements shall be made 
on January Ist of each year for the year then past. This 
advance payment is termed “a meter deposit” and shall 
be placed to the credit of the consumer to be returned 
less arrears, if any, if the use of the meter shall be dis- 
continued. The commissioners reserve the right to put 
in a meter at the consumer’s cost in any case and charge 
for water at meter rates. Metered water may be used for 
any and all purposes. No person shall set, take off, or 
repair a meter except by authority of the water com- 
missioners.

The committee found it important to expend the above 
sum in order to make necessary repairs and improvements. 
The entire grove in the village cemetery has been thor- 
oughly trimmed, greatly improving its condition and beauty. 
The main road leading to the cemetery has been fully re- 
paired, underdrained and put into good condition. The 
front of the tomb has been practically relaid, and the ceme- 
tery suitably cared for. The committee also caused to be 
cut off a certain portion of the growth on the upper side of 
the cemetery, in accordance with vote of the town, receiving 
for the same the sum of $31.84, which sum has been paid 
into the town treasury. 

All bills contracted by the committee have been paid, 
except expenditures to the amount of ten dollars, which 
have been made upon individual lots. ‘ Those have not yet 
been paid but will be from the income which will be received 
from the special deposits connected with the lots where 
these expenses have been incurred. 

The condition of the several funds which have been in- 
vested in the name of the cemetery committee remains the 
same as in the report of the last cemetery committee, to- 
gether with accrued interest. Nothing has been collected 
from any of the individual funds. 
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Your committee recommend that the sum of three hundred 
dollars be raised and appropriated at the annual meeting to 
meet the expenses of the coming year in making necessary 
repairs, and for care of cemeteries. This amount will be 
necessary as it is quite important that the roads leading to 
the cemeteries near the center of the town shall be improved. 
They are now in bad condition, even dangerous, and no 
good reason appears why they should not be at once put 
into safe condition so that the cemeteries can be approached 
with ease and comfort. The sum mentioned will be suf- 
ficient to put these roads in condition and otherwise improve 
the cemeteries in the town. ‘They have been somewhat neg- 
lected, and in order to bring them into proper condition it 
is necessary that these repairs should be made. ; 

It seems to the committee that the town ought to vote a 
sufficient sum of money to put the town water into the vil- 
lage cemetery and the Catholic cemetery. Neither can be 
kept in an attractive condition until this is done. The soil 
.in both is, in dry seasons, unproductive unless it has water, 
and it is almost impossible to keep the grass green in the 
lots. Plenty of water will solve this problem. It can be 
done without great cost.

REPORT OF BOARD OF ENGINEERS. 


We present our annual report with practically the same 
officers and complement of men in active service as one vear 
ago. . 

We have added to our equipment in the past year four 
hundred and fifty feet of cotton, rubber lined hose at an 
expense of one hundred eighty-one and 25-100 dollars, also 
a small hose house at the intervale on land of D. Whiting 
& Sons, known as the old furniture shop yard, at an expense 
of fourteen and 85-100 dollars. This house was equipped 
with two hundred and fifty feet of hose, pipe, nozzle, span- 
ners and hydrant wrench.

We have not yet procured the much needed hose carts, but 
hope this may be done the present year. 

The hand chemicals are a valuable part of our equipment 
and the number of them should be increased and a part of 
them placed to help out some sections not covered by the 
water system. 

We are pleased with the work and zeal of our firemen and 
recommend an increase in their salary to fifteen dollars per 
year. This amount would still be below the average for 
towns of this size and service required. 

We would recommend the sale of Excelsior engine should 
a reasonable price be offered for the same. 
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A firemen’s relief association was formed the past year to 
properly care for donation from S$. B. Center, to which was 
added the net proceeds of Firemen’s ball. 

We realize we are open to some criticism and work to 
overcome it.

REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


To the Citizens of the Town of Wilton:— 


The School Board respectfully submit their sane for 
the year ending February 15, 1907. 

The annual meeting of the school district was held 
March 17, 1906. | 

Mrs. May K. Barrett was elected a member of the Board 
of Education for the term of three years. 

The Board organized by the choice of Warren P. 
Putnam, chairman, Richard M. Moore, treasurer, and 
May K. Barrett, secretary. 


REPAIRS. 


During the month of July and August, the Board 
carried out the instructions of the vote of the Town at the 
annual meeting March 13, 1906, to install a water 
system in the High School building in place of the old 
Smead System (which we found to be very much out of 
repair,) and we are pleased to report that the new system 
is working very satisfactorily. We also placed a 4 inch 
stand pipe with 1% inch valve, and 50 feet of hose and 
pipe on each floor for fire protection. 

During the summer vacation the Intervale building was 
repainted inside, new curtains, and a few needed repairs 
made to put the room in good condition. The 
water in the well was examined by the State 
Chemist, and he pronounced it as unfit for use. Some- 
thing will have to be done for a water supply for this 
school. 

The Davisville and Kimball houses have been newly 
shingled the past summer and are now in good repair.

The Center house has been painted inside, and a few 
other repairs made to put the room in good condition. 
The water in the well was examined by the State 
Chemist, who pronounced it as very good water. ‘The 
pump is worn out and will have to be replaced by a new 
one. 

The West house has been repainted inside, and is now 
in good condition. In fact all of the school buildings are 
in very good condition at the present time. . 

The Kimball school was reopened in September, five 
scholars having moved into the district, making a school 
of eight scholars. 

Pursuant to the vote of the Town at the annual meet; 
ing March 13, 1906, the Board advertised the old No. 6 
district school house for sale by auction, and realized the 
sum of thirteen dollars and fifty cents ($13.50). 


SUPERVISORY DISTRICT. 


The District as formed in 1905 was dissolved, and on 
April 20, a District organized, consisting of the Town of 
Amherst, Milford and Wilton. The joint Board organized 
by the choice of A. M. Wilkins of Amherst as chairman, 
R. M. Moore of Wilton as treasurer, and Mrs. Fannie 
C. Averill of Milford, secretary. May 26, the joint Board 
met at the High school building in Milford, to see if the 
services of H.C. Woodward should be retained as 
Superintendent for the year of 1906-1907. The vote was 
in the negative. 

June 20 the joint Board held another meeting at Milford 
for the choice of a Superintendent. After a careful con- 
sideration of a large number of candidates for the 
position, the joint Board by a unanimious vote, elected 
Mr. Carroll H. Drown, at a salary of $1500, $700 to be 
paid by the Milford district, $500 by the Wilton district, 
and $300 by the Amherst district. One half of the 
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amount of the Superintendents salary is refunded to the 
Town by the State Treasurer. 

We feel at the present writing, that a very wise selec- 
tion was made. We consider Mr. Drown a very valuable 
member of our Teaching Corps, and we_ earnestly 
recommend a continuance of the Supervisory System.

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 


To the School Board and Citizens of Wilton, N. H.:— 


I submit the following report of the Wilton schools. 

During the past fall and winter terms, six schools, outside 
of the Fast Wilton village schools, have been maintained. 
There has been one school each in the Centre, West, Inter- 
vale, Abbott Hill, Davisville and Kimball districts. Four- 
teen teachers have been employed, three in the High school, 
five in the East Wilton village grades and six in the “rural” 
schools. 

Our teachers have all worked earnestly and faithfully ; 
and, all conditions considered, the schools have done very 
good work. 

The school district has been fortunate in retaining the 
quality of teachers it has. Even in the rural schools, where 
the salary is low and it is usually hard to hold good 
teachers, we have some of the best. 

A frequent change of teachers is injurious to the success 
of the schools. A teacher ought to be hired for at least one 
year if she proves efficient, as the best results can be ob- 
tained when the teacher’s service is continuous. 

The teacher our schools need is the one who has had the 
best possible preparation for her work, who is a willing 
and enthusiastic worker, and who is contiually growing in 
her profession. The teacher who has ceased to grow and 
has come to that stage where she can no longer learn from 
her experience and other helps, has reached her limit of 
usefulness. 

The Wilton teachers are certainly progressive and thor- 
ough teachers. Too much must not be expected of any 
teacher, for no one is perfect, and the ideal is hard to find. 
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ATTENDANCE. 


The readers will notice from the statistical report of the 
school year ending June, 1906, that the per cent. of attend- 
ance is a little higher than in the few years previous, yet the 
number of absences is larger than it should be, even taking 
sickness and other conditions into account. | 

Poor attendance is one of the most discouraging features 
of our school work. No pupil can progress in his work 
unless he is a regular attendant. , 

Parents and guardians fail to realize that they are pri- 
marily responsible for the attendance of the school children. 
The child of the poor or careless parent has a right to the 
advantages of an equal education with the child of the rich- 
est and most cultured. It is the duty of parents and school 
officers to see that no child is denied the best possible ad- 
vantages of an education. Our legislators have seen this 
need and have passed laws compelling parents to send their 
children to school all the time it is in session. 

It is encouraging to note that the per cent. of attendance 
is increasing. The roll of honor, the use of the certificates 
in the rural schools, and the banner in the village schools 
are incentives to better attendance. 


COURSE OF STUDY AND GRADING. 


Though the state “Course of Study” meets the needs 
very well, there ought to be a written definite course of study 
for the schools. We have been trying to bring the grading 
up to the standard. The work in some respects is behind 
and in others ahead of what it should be. Grading of 
schools is a slow process and cannot be accomplished in 
one year, yet a great improvement has been made. 

Our system of saving samples of the school work will 
greatly help in knowing definitely each pupil’s progress. 
The parent may at any time go to the school and quickly 
examine the work of the child and note its progress.

As the village schools are now graded, ten years work 
is required before the High school. We are planning to 
have this changed so that only nine years shall be required. 

In cases where pupils enter school at the age of five, or 
possibly six, without previous kindergarten training, nine 
years work is generally necessary for preparation for the 
High school. If the child cannot attend High school he 
certainly needs all the school training that he can get in 
the grades. The plan is to continue the nine-grade sys- 
tem in the Wilton schools. 

There are some schools where the eight-grade system is 
in vogue, but in most cases the work is preceded by a sub- 
primary or followed by a year of High school preparatory 
work. When there is a general uniformity of grading, 
there will be less inconvenience to pupils changing schools. 

There has been a strong tendency in the past for chil- 
dren to hasten over the pages of the books whether they 
have a knowledge of the subject or not. Parents make a 
sad mistake when they judge the progress of their chil- 
dren by the number of the pages of their books they have 
turned over, or the number of times they have recited. 
Pupils, too often, are studying books which are beyond 
their comprehension. The true test of the progress of the 
training and development of the child should be his power 
to think and act. 

Children will not be allowed to enter school until they are 
five years of age, and it would be far better in many cases if 
they did not enter until they are six. 


TEXT-BOOKS AND SUPPLIES. 


A few supplementary readers are the only new text-books 
which have been adopted since schools began in September. 
The only money expended on books has been to buy what 
were necessary to fill what were lacking for the classes. 
All schools have been supplied with some of the much 
needed busy work, and are well equipped with books, 
though some of the books are far from being up-to-date.

A change in arithmetics is almost imperative, as those in 
use now are not graded or adapted for modern courses of 
study. 

Voters of a school district can make no better investment 
of their money than that which is properly and economically 
used for school purposes. A parent can leave no better 
legacy to his child than an education which shall fit him to 
be useful. When people come to realize that money used 
for the support of schools is not an expense but an invest- 
ment, there will be less complaining about the “expense”’ of 
running our schools. ‘Training for American citzenship 
is the great privilege and obligation of our Commonwealth. 


‘CONSOLIDATION. 


I fully believe in the “rural school ;” yet, from an educa- 
tional standpoint, the more schools can be united and graded 
the more efficient work can be accomplished. This union 
of schools is an onward progress, throughout the country. 
The same money expended on one union school can accom- 
plish much more than on numerous small schools. 


SCHOOL BUILDINGS. 


All school houses of town are in a good condition and 
fairly well equipped. There is a decided need of better 
care of the school rooms and grounds on the part of the 
children, especially in the rural schools. The children, 
school buildings and grounds should be neat and _ tidy. 
Nothing can give a stronger impetus to our schools than 
the general appearance of the children, rooms, and grounds. 
The toilets in the rural schools have been kept in a shame- 
ful condition. Children must be more careful. The chil- 
dren should take better care of the books they use, and we 
urge that parents do all they can to induce them to realize 
more fully the cost and value of books, and the proper use 
of public property. 
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HIGH SCHOOL. 


After a conference with Hon. H. C. Morrison, State 
Superintendent of Public Instruction, the Wilton High 
school was placed upon the list of approved High schools. 

The number of pupils is larger this year than in the past, 
and the school is progressive. It is well equipped with 
laboratories, books, piano, etc., efficient teachers and a 
capable class of pupils. There seems to be a good amount 
of school spirit. The school is doing good work in music, 
has a basket-ball team, and has started a creditable school 
paper. | 

. The young men of the High school are conspicuous by 
‘their small number. There ought to be a greater desire 
among the young men of the town for higher education. 
To be able to graduate from the Grammar school is worthy 
of praise. A large per cent. of the Grammar school gradu- 
ates ought to attend the High school. It is pleasing that 
such a large proportion of the last class entered the High 
school this year. We hope it will continue in the future. 

There has been a complaint that pupils who have entered 
High school have not been prepared for the work, especial- 
ly in arithmetic and language. With our present efficient 
corps of teachers, we expect that this deficiency will be 
overcome. 

One of the greatest hinderances to the progress of our 
school is the lack of the students making sufficient prepara- 
tion for their daily work. It is impossible for High school 
pupils to do good work without a good amount of out-of- 
school study. The earnest co-operation of the parents in 
improving this difficulty is solicited. 

A petition signed by the pupils of the High school for the 
“one session” of the school has been received by the super- 
intendent and school board. ‘The superintendent would be 
pleased if the parents would write him expressing their 
wish in reference to the matter. Some things might be — 
said in favor of the advisability of the plan and much 
against it. f

It is advantageous to the school that the same principal, 
Mr. Willam Kinney, who was with the school last spring, 
returned and has charge of the work this year. 


MUSIC AND DRAWING. 


Music in the schools of the town has made rapid progress 
under the direction of its competent teacher and supervisor, 
Miss Mary Goodhue. The music heard daily in the school 
rooms is pleasing and inspiring. Miss Goodhue has a re- 
port of the work in Music. _ 

The schools have no drawing supervisor, but each teacher 
has endeavored to do something in this useful and educative 
art. But few people realize the real value of this subject 
being taught in our schools. We hope more attention will be 
given to it in the future. The sentiments on drawing which 
were given in the superintendent’s report of last year are 
well worth re-reading. 

While the generally admitted fundamental subjects of 
the curriculum should receive the most serious attention, 
the education of no child is complete without the polished, 
intellectual, and emotional training of such subjects as 
drawing and music. 

Some people fail to see the advantage of school super- 
vision and modern methods. Everything is done differently 
today than twenty-five years ago. Every business enter- 
prise is better systematized and more closely supervised ; 
so should our school work today be conducted on a different 
plan with an improved system and better supervision. 
There may be danger of becoming too radical. The. best 
educational training of today works in the happy medium. 

Better supervision is being considered more and more an 
essential to greater advance in our educational system. 
Vermont was the last state to step into the line of progress. . 
Its last legislature has passed a supervisory bill similar to 
that of Massachusetts and New Hampshire. The Vermont 
law will be more effective in its results, for it has the ad- 
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vantage in that it provides that the state shall pay four- 
fifths of the superintendent’s salary, and it gives him the 
entire charge of the school work, even to the engaging and 
dismissing teachers. 

The aim of our work is to give these country boys and 
girls a thorough practical education which will fit them for 
the demands of life. 

We do not advocate that a superintendent will lessen the 
amount of money needed for schools but he can so manage 
that much greater returns can be secured from the money 
expended. The rural schools should have the same helps 
and advantages, so far as possible, as the village ‘schools. 
It is impossible for the average member of the school board 
who has his own business to take his time and attention, to 
attend to the general needs of the schools as well as a super- 
intendent who is conversant with the work and makes that 
his sole business. 

The superintendent has been pleased with the interest, 
the earnestness, the enthusiasm which the children have 
shown in their work, and the progress they have made. His 
visits to the schools and work with the children have been 
pleasant. 

All things considered, I am confident that the schools of 
Wilton are progressing, and much credit is due the faithful 
teachers, as well as school officers and citizens. 

I wish to express my appreciation of the cordial support 
of the school board, the earnest co-operation of the teachers, 
the interest of the citizens in general. It has not been possi- 
ble for me to get acquainted as much as I wished; but I 
assure you that my whole interest is for the success of your 
schools and the welfare of your children. Let us, as teach- 
ers, school officers, and citizens, put forth every effort, as 
far as possible, to make the schools of Wilton equal to the 
best schools in our country. - ,

REPORT OF PRINCIPAL OF HIGH 
SCHOOL. 


To the Superintendent of Schools, Wilton, N. H.:— 


At the beginning of the present school year the courses 
of study for our High school were revised to meet the 
requirments imposed by the State Superintendent and each 
pupil on entering the school is now required to announce 
his choice of courses and confine himself thereto. Some of 
the subjects formerly taught had to be dropped from the list 
on account of the small teaching force but the necessary 
adjustment was made without lowering the quantity or the 
quality of the work required. Tt may in the case of some 
pupils seem a hardship to be -.equired to follow strictly a 
specified course of study but it is on the whole, I think, a 
long step in the right direction. It obviates the necessity 
of having classes containing but one or two pupils and keeps 
the members of the class together during their entire course, 
thus fostering a class spirit which will in turn encourage 
a school spirit. 

Twenty-four members entered while only two graduated 
which gave our school a much needed increase in numbers 
and, as the entering classes for the next two years at least 
will undoubtedly be much longer than the graduating ones, 
the prospect for a still further increase in numbers is very 
bright. 

Our graduating class though small has shown a class and 
school spirit that is highly commendable. Under its di- 
rection a school paper has been started, the first edition of 
which was very creditable and entertainments have been 
given for the purpose of raising money to defray the ex- 
penses of graduating exercises, in which projects the class

has been earnestly assisted by the whole school, all of which 
it seems to me, shows an interest in and an ambition for the 
school which ought to be encouraged. 

As one might naturally expect in the case of a town 
which has had the advantage of a practical superintendent 
but a short time ago and where the very limited salaries paid 
necessitate numerous changes in the teaching force, our High 
school has been handicapped by the insufficient preparation 
of the entering classes, but with the stricter requirements 
for promotion in the grades, which are bound to follow 
careful supervision and with a continuance of the work 
that our present efficient corps of grade teaghers are doing, 
this disadvantage will be removed. 

In fact I think that the prospects of our school are very 
encouraging.

To the Superintendent of Schools:— 


The music of our schools during this year has brought 
good results in many ways. It has laid a foundation for ac- 
curate tone perception and a fine sense of rythm. This 
training is of particular advantage to the child as it requires 
not only intense concentration of the mind in studying the 
intervals, but it also requires a mathematical precision. 

It is our aim to have the musical training correlate with 
that of other branches. The distinct articulation required 
in pronouncing the words of the song is a distinct help in 
clear pleasing reading. Another great advantage of musi- 
cal training is the uplifting and elevating influence on the 
home life of the children. The songs used are of a high 
character in both words and music which are reproduced 
from the school room into the home. 

The foundation of a musical career is being laid in many 
lives from the knowledge gained in the schools. Music also 
has much to do in making character. Someone has said, 
“Let me make the songs of a nation, and I care not who 
makes its laws.” 

It is encouraging to note the growth, development, and 
appreciation of the songs and thought work by the chil- 
dren, even in the first grade. The lower grades have drilled 
on the sounds of the scale and taken up two-part work with 
a good degree of accuracy. The primary grades will take 
up more effectively the two-part work which will evolve to 
the three-part work in the higher grades. 

The rural schools are making good progress, and much 
credit is due the regular teacher, for the success of musical 
training in these schools must depend largely upon the 
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work the local teacher does, as the supervisor can visit the 
schools but once in two weeks. 

The new books which have been put into the High school 
have been a fresh inspiration to better work, and we expect 
good results will be obtained. The chorus is somewhat 
handicapped by the lack of strength on the male voices. 

A glee club has been formed, and, with the aid of the 
chorus, a musicale may be given later. 

The parents and friends who have visited my music 
classes have always been heartily welcome and their pres- 
ence is an incentive to teachers and pupils.
